806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because any type of blade could be used 
therewith. The subcombination has separate utility such as with and types of shears 
including those that are manually actuated. 

Inventions II and III are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus as claimed may be used to practice a materially 
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different process. For example, the apparatus need not be reconfigured as set forth in 
the process.
